in Columbus or his occupation was learned by the coroner. It is 
s'jpposed, however, that the man came to Columbus intent upon 
kii'.ing himself as the Arcade is one of the first hotels which can be 
reached from tho station. 


The body was taken in charge by O'Shaughnessy and Hart, 


who sent a telegram to tho chief of police of Wheelersburg in an 
effort to locate relatives of the suicide.
